New Tax Law 





In December 1998, new laws were passed in regards to Charitable Remainder Trusts. Referred to as a flip trust, appreciated 

~ assets (property, stocks, bonds, etc.) can avoid capital gains taxes, avoid estate taxes, and receive an income tax deduction. 
By taking advantage of these new laws, one can increase his retirement earnings or fund children's education in a more 
favorable way. 





The following example is an overview of how this plan may work. There are many different ways to structure these plans so that 
maximum benefit can be achieved. Mr. and Mrs. Smith, ages 65 and 63, are interested in making a gift to a charity for a long-term project. 
The problem is they need to put it off for some time because they want to provide education funds for their grandson who is 12 and they want 
to make sure they have all their assets to assure a comfortable retirement. 


Mr. and Mrs. Smith own a piece of property worth $1,000,000 that they purchased for a long term investment 20 years ago. Because the 
capital gains taxes would be about $180,000, they have held off selling; however, the property taxes are becoming a burden. To help the 
Smiths achieve all their goals, it is recommended they set up 2 flip trusts and use the appreciated property to fund them. The first would be 
for the grandson's education. It will last for 10 years and $100,000 of the land’s proceeds will be used to fund it. For simplicity, let’s assume 
the money is invested to earn 10% per year. Let’s also assume there is a small pay out each year to the grandson for six years that is invested 
in his account. At the end of 6 years, when the grandson is 18, the trust flips to a straight pay out trust for the 4 remaining years. 


The effect of the trust is as follows. The tax deduction for this.trust would be 11%, just over the 10% minimum level permissible under the 
1997 tax act. If the trust earns 10% and the minimum pay out to the grandson was 2%, there would be approximately $160,000 remaining. 
Timing the flip of the trust to coincide with the grandson's first year of college, the pay out in year 7 would be $32,000 and would gradually 
reduce to $23,000 by year 10, the 4th year of college. Then when the trust terminates, the remainder would go to the charity. Allowing the 


corpus of the trust to grow, before switching to high pay outs, allows the goals to be accomplished. 


The 2nd trust (RETIREMENT FuNnpDING) would be funded with the $900,000 remaining from the sale of the property. This trust will also be 
structured for 10 years. Like the education trust, there is a triggering event that will cause the trust to flip. The triggering event for the 
education trust was the year the grandson started college. The triggering event for the retirement account will be 10 years or the death of a 
spouse, whichever comes first. 


In year 10, the trust will start paying out 7% per year until the death of the 2nd spouse. Effectively, the property used to fund both trusts would 
be removed from their estate, saving as much as $550,000 in estate taxes. Capital gain taxes would be avoided, saving as much as $180,000. 
Also, there is an income tax deduction up to $84,000 depending on the tax bracket. In summary, there are many ways trusts can be arranged 
to avoid, eliminate, or reduce estate taxes, capital gain taxes, and income taxes. 


A recent survey questioned people with estate tax problems and why they had not taken advantage of trust arrangements 
that could have solved their problems. The most common response was "it seemed too complicated.” The fact of the 
matter is that they are not. Trusts are especially clear when they are applied specifically to one’s circumstances. Don’t 
let needless taxes erode what you have accumulated. There are many ways to protect your assets. The St. Stanislaus 
Development Office has information on trusts, estate planning, and other financial planning techniques that can be very 
useful.
